WARRANT ISSUED AND CASE 
GOES TO GRANDJURY. 


Beelig Is 27 Years Old, Had Been in 
the Post Office Several Years and 
He Became a Benedict One 
Year Ago. 


Samuel Seelig, foreman of the city dis- 
tributing department of the St. Louis 
postoffice, was arrested shortly after mid- 
night this morning, charged with em- 
bezzling letters. 

Fifty letters, some containing money 
orders, were found on his person. 

When the circuit attorney arrived at 
the Federal building a warrant was issued 
against Seelig and the case was then laid 
before the Federal grandjury. 

Postoffice Inspector Dice says the theit 
of letters that came under Seelig’s su- 
pervision has been known for more tha 
a year. 

During that period, Mr. Dice says, St. 
Louis merchants have lost approximately 


$2000. 

Inspectors Sullivan and Peters traced 
the theft to Seelig. 

Seelig is 27 years old. He has been in 
the postoffice several years. He lives at 
5004A Kensington avenue. He was mar- 


ried one year ago. 

Seelig was regarded as one of the most 
efficient men in the postal service. He 
passed the civil service examination with 
a high percentage in November, 1897, and 


was appointed a clerk June 6. 1898. 


His salary was $800 per year. 
From 8 o'clock in the afternoon until 


midnight Seelig had charge of the entire, 
force of 40 clerks in the city distributing 


division. 
In the latter part of 1900 complaints

Five Skeletons Have Been Removed 
From Three Small Mounds and 
Archeologist Bushnell Is Ex- 
ploring Largest of Group.

D. I. Bushnell, archeologiat of the Pea- 
body Institute of Boston, spent Saturday 
morning in directing park laborers in exca- 
vating the largest of the four Indian 
mounds on the World’s Fair site. 

Three smaller mounds were explored Fri- 
day by Mr. Bushnell and five Indian skele- 
tons and much pottery were unearthed. 
The largest mound that is now being ex- 
plored is expected to contain more skele- 
tons and valuable potttery. 

The mounds explored Friday are on the 
site of the arts building. The big mound is 
on the low meadowland at the foot of the 
hill where the Triple A golfers were wont 


ito play. 


The skeletons, Mr. Bushnell said, were 
those of the Omaha Indians who once 
camped in Forest Park. The smaller bones 
of the remains quickly crumbled when ex- 
posed to air, but some of the larger bones, 
teeth and skulls remain in a good state of 
preservation. 

These remains, with the pottery, will be 
given to the Historical Society for the Fair 
exhibit. 

The mounds are not excavated below the 
surface of the ground, as the Omahas were 
accustomed to bury their dead by placing 
them on the ground and heaping earth over 
the corpse. 

Many persons journeyed to the park Sat- 
urday to watch the laborers delve into the 
burying places of an ancient race. 

Mr. Bushnell is a St. Louisan, his home 
being at 4850 Morgan street, 

It was at his suggestion that the Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition management de- 
cided to preserve the mounds and what- 
ever relics they may contain. 

The mounds are located immediately 
south of the lake on the ridge overlooking 


the River Des Peres. 


By D. I. BUSHNELL, JR. 

I have located the Forest Park mounds 
for the fair people and they will be 
preserved. It would be a pity to have 
them destroyed, for they are quite an inter- 
esting little group. I am inclined to believe 
they were made by the Omaha Indians in 
the course of their pilgrimage through the 
valley, and that the mounds are really what 
remains of the Indian homes. Some of the 
Indians built a house much after the dug- 
out style, and when these fell in the dirt 
covering them over naturally made such 
mounds’ as we find in Forest Park. 

I believe there is a possibility of finding 
interesting relics in the mounds. The In- 
dians doubtless had fires in the huts at the 
center, and remains of these fires should be 
found tn the*%enter of the mounds, together 
with some of the weapons or utensils of the 
inhabitants. 

I do not believe the Forest Park mounds 
have ever been explored. There is no indi- 
cation that anyone has ever dug into them. 
Neither do I believe them to be burial 
mounds. But they are mounds of a type, 
and they will be interesting to many per- 
sons visiting the Fair. It would be a mis- 
take to destroy them.

The Forest Park Indian mounds are 
familiar to many amateur archaeolo- 
gists of St. Louis, and Mr. Bushnell’s 
Plan. to preserve them is gratifying to all 
of us. 

I have looked the mounds over, and have 
always been satisfied that they were vil- 
lage mounds. Some of the nomadic Indians 
were accustomed to going from place to 
place hunting and farming, and one of these 
bands doubtless located out on.the River 
Des Peres and raised corn in its fertile lit- 
tle valley. Many of the Indians were ac- 
customed to building up little mounds upon 
which they built their huts and pitched 
their tents, and I have always thought the 
Forest Park mounds were of this type, 

We have many proofs that the Indians 
did build such mounds and live upon them. 
The chroniclers of the De Soto expedition 
which crossed from Florida to the Missis- 
sippi river in 1840 relate that their route 


for the entire distance was through a coun. 


try thickly populated By an agricultural 
people, who had: villages at intervals of 
three or four miles, and farms upon every 
side. The houses in these towns were all 
on the tops of mounds, the highest of these 
being that upon which wae the house of the 
chief. These Indians were building and ooc- 
cupying mounds, and roving bands doubt- 
less did the same thing. 

The mounds-in Forest Park are distinct 
from burial and religious mounds. Those 
of the great Chaokia group, near East St. 
Louis, were doubtless religious structures, 
or, that is, the big mound was; the lesser 
structures may have supported the houses 
of the village around the foot of the temple. 
Burial mounds range larger and even gmall- 
er than those in Forest Park. Some of the 
richest archaeological finds have been made 
in mounds scarcely noticeable above the 
level of the ground.

DEAL WILL BE A BIG ONE 


Passenger Station Will Be Constructed 
at Main Street and Washing- 
ton Avenue. 


The purchase of all the land between 
Washington avenue, Morgan street, Third

The tide has turned. The world is about to learn the facts 
about us. But it wili be a work of time and much labor to bring 
the facts before the peoples of distant countries. 

We should lose no opportunity for displaying the state's re- 
sources at great fairs and expositions. Charleston should outdo 
Buffalo. And there is to be an American exposition at the Crys- 
tal Palace, near London, next year. Every such happening 
should see Missouri at her best. In these days the fair movement 
is almost a continuous show. It will be our own fault if we do 
not make it profitable. 
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Missouri's 228 awards at the Pan-American are a very good in- 
dication of what she may accomplish at the World’s Fair. 
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ThE HABIT OF FEAR, 


A writer in the Woman's Home Companion says: 

“The background of fear is a habit or instinct of anticipating 
the worst. The mother who never makes a move or allows her 
children to make a move without conjuring up a myriad of malign 

ssibilities embitters the cup of life with a slow-acting poison.”’ 

Every mother should write these words in her heart. The prin- 
cipal cause of failure in this world is the habit of fear, instilled 
in children by their parents. In one case it is the fear of cold 
drafts; in another, of accidents or exposure to risks in children’s 
ames; still another fear, probably the worst of all, is the fear 
of poverty, which in many cases is inculcated as holy duty. 

The result of such training is that the child grows up a shrink- 
ing coward, has no heart for his duty and is easily discouraged 
by every slight obstacle. 

The better course is the positive path. Teach the child confi- 
dence in his own power. Make him rely upon himself. Show 
him that he has character stronger than the circumstances which 
surround him. Never give him a task beyond his power, but 
when he undertakes to do anything see that it is done, and done 
well. 

, The habit of confidence is as easily formed as the habit of 
fear, if the lesson is begun in infancy; but if postponed too long 
it may be impossible. Guard the first impressions. Make them 
strong, hopeful, encouraging.

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OKLAHOMA AND THE TERRITORY. 


A convention will meet at Muscogee, I. T., on the Mth to out- 
line a plan of action with which to go before Congress at the 
coming session with a petition for statehood. ' 

The census of 1900 gave to Oklahoma a population of 398,245, to 
Indian Territory 321,260. Of the population of the territory, 8,000 
are Indians, who own all the land. 

One plan contemplates the union of the two into one, one state 
to be admitted at once. It is objected to this that as the In- 
Gians still possess the land no local self-government as it is un- 
derstood in other states can be set up. The other plan is to have 
two states admitted at the same time. This, however, is open 
to the same objection, though, if pressed, it might result in the 
immediate admission of Oklahoma. 

Considering the wonderful resources of the two territories, the 
development of business and the large white population, the de- 
sire for Statehood should be gratified at the earliest possible 
moment. A way will no doubt be found to effect this result 
without impairing the rights of the Indians or doing them any 
substantial wrong. 

A sentimental reason for the granting of statehood is found in 
the argument that those are the only communities settled in the 
territory of the Louisiana purchase and not yet members of the 
fellowship of states. It would be fitting to receive them before the 
centennial of 1903, that we may show the world an object lesson 
in free institutions. Where was an unbroken wilderness a cen- 
tury ago, is now a vast assemblage of self-governing commu- 
nities, happy and prosperous.

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VINDICATED BY HIS PROSECUTORS. 


Judge Advocate Lemly’s repudiation of all charges reflecting 
upon the courage of Rear-Admiral Schley ts a vindication of that 
officer by his accusers. 

Although not definitely stated in the precepts, the charge of 
cowardice was implied throughout. It was the basis of all the 
malicious wardroom gossip about Schley; it was the substance of 
all the insinuations that crept into the newspapers; it was the 
principal count of the indictment of the naval clique and was 
boldly charged in Maclay’s history. 

Cowardice was the implied motive of his acts alleged to be 
reprehensible from the time he left Key West until the Spanish 
fleet was destroyed. The withdrawal of the charge of cowardice, 
which was completely refuted by the evidence, knocks the under- 
pinning from the case. 

Schley comes out of the inquiry before the decision of the judges 
with his honor and conscientious character as a naval officer 
and his personal courage not only untarnished, but shining with 
brighter luster by the admission of his prosecutors. 

There is nothing left now of the charges but qtestions of judg- 
ment, all of which must be determined, not in the light of the 
information we now possess of the conditions then existing, but 
in the light of Schley’s tnformation, instructions and responsi- 
bilities. There may be ground for differences .of opinion or for 
after-the-campaign criticisms, but there is no ground for con- 
demnation, or for reflection upon the honor of the man or the 
officer. 

The vindication is complete now and the close of the court's 
open sessions leaves Schley a far more conspicuous and shining 
figure in the campaign which closed with the destruction of Cer- 
vera’s fleet than it found him. He is enshrined in the hearts of 
his countrymen as the hero of the Santiago victory and no tech- 
nical criticism can deprive him of this honor.

An International Fair. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The controversy as to the postponement 
of the World’s Fair is a topic in which 
every St. Louisan is directly concerned. 
Mr. Adolphus Busch, who has just returned 
from a trip to Germany and Austria, where, 
as the dispatches to the daily press have 
informed us, he has worked gealously for 
the Fair, tells us that in order to insure the 
participation of foreign nations (Germany 
and Austria), the Fair will have to be post- 
poned a year, or probably two. He has 
just returned from these countries and in 
his capacity as chairman of the committee 
of foreign relations, has sounded the of- 
ficlals of these countries as well as the 
probable exhibitors there and very likely 
knows whereof he speaks. Mr. Busch, who 
is known for his public spirit, and for his 
love of St. Louis, would not make such a 
Statement unless he knew it to be to the 
interest to the Fair and St. Louis. 

Mr. Busch has simply expressed a view 
held by many others, that in order to make 


an International Fair, it is necessary to 
have international participation, afd if this 
cannot be had in 1903 it is best to postpone 
the holding of the Fair for one year. 

The statement of the “chairman of one 
of the most active committees," “that we 
can safely rely upon completing one part of 
the exposition in the period of more than 
16 months,"’ and that “it is no compliment 
to any foreign nation to say that it cannot 
perform its part in the same length of 
time,’ will not alter the soundness of Mr. 
Busch’'s argument. The “chairman’’ thus 

uoted don’t seem to care a snap if the 
Pair is a success or not, as long as he 
has performed his duty and had the build- 
ings and walks and probably the electric 
light display ready for the opening of the 
Fair He don't seem to care if we have 
any exhibits or not as long as he can say 
that we have opened the Fair on time. 

Mr. Busch advises us further that the 
Fair is not advertised in European coun- 
tries and where the holding of it is known 
it is regarded as a Fair on a par with the 
Omaha, Buffaio or Charleston exhibitions. 
To remove this impression it will take more 
time than the ‘‘chairman of one of the most 
active committees’ is willing to admit. 
While Mr. Busch speaks only from his per- 
sonal observations in Germany and Aus- 
tria, it is not likely that the other European 
countries are differently situated. To ignore 
Europe by not giving it sufficient time to

ST. VINCENT S SUED 
BY MAS, BROOKS 


- — 


SHE SEEKS $25,000 FOR CONFINE- 
MENT IN ASYLUM. 


AVERS HER MIND WAS SOUND 


Her Guardian Is Made Defendant, Al- 
legation Being That Sone was 
Never Given Hearing. 


Mrs. Genevieve B. Brooks of 2828 Whitte- 
more place filed suit Saturday afternoon 
against Sc. Vincent's Asylum, Dr. Henry 
W. Hermann suverintendent; Sister Mary 
Magadalene and Sylvester Watts for $25,000 
damages for alleged detention in the asy- 
lum tor 1l months against her wisitres and 
without an examination into her sanity. 

Mrs. Brooks says she was placed in the 
asylum by the defendants in December, 190v. 
She was released Nov. 2, 1901. 

All the time she was there she says she 
Was sane and asked for release. 

Her requests, she says, were not heeded, 
she was not examined, and she was com- 
pelled to associate all the time with insane 
persons. 

She says none of her friends and relatives 
was permitted to see her without the con- 
sent of Mr. Watts and he would not give 
his consent. 

Her release, she says, was secured only 
after threat of habeas corpus proceedings 
had been made. 

Friday, Watts filed affidavit in the Pro- 
bate Court that Mrs. Brooks was insane 
and asked for an examination. She at once 
acknowledged service to appear at the 
opening of the December term of court for 
an investigation of her sanity. 


Mr. Watts is an uncle of Mrs. Brooks. 
She is 42 years old and has been a widow 
for 12 years. Prior to Dec. 10 of last year 
she wis a bookkeeper for Dr. J. P. Bryson. 
On that date she was committed to St. Vin- 
cent’s institution on the certificate of two 
physicians.

ARE IN CUSTODY

Two Others Were Killed at 
_ Nortonville, Kan. 


TWO MORE WERE WOUNDED 


SEVEN WERE CAPTURED UNHURT 
BY POSSES IN KANSAS TOWNS. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 9.—Eleven of 
the ccnvicts who escaped from the federal 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kan., on 
Wednesday afternoon,*had been accounted 
for this morning. Two of them have been 
killed, two wounded and seven others have 
been captured unhurt. 

On the outskirts of the city James Wil- 
son, colored, the tenth convict, was taken 
at noon. Wilson's feet were still shackled. 
In this condition he had traveled two miles 
from the scene of the outbreak since 
Wednesday afternoon, and had come out 
from cover to get food. Wilson was a five- 
year prisoner, sent up for larceny. 


A report is received of the wounding and 
capture south of Tonganoxie of ank 
Thompson, the negro leader of the out- 
break. but it has not been confirmed. 

The dead bodies of Huffman and Poffen- 
holz were brought in today and prepared 
for burial in the prison grounds. A letter 
from Poffenholz’s mother. written in Chi- 
cago on the day of the outbreak, to her son, 
was received at the prison today. Mrs. 
Poffenholz urged the prisoner to make a 
fine record, as she was, she said, trying to

They 
haves broken up Into twos and threes, This 
is indicated, he says, by the fact of rob- 
beries of residences and stores reported 
yesterday, when the convicts were known 
to be traveling in gangs, having ceased to 
be reported. 

Warden McClaughry expressed confi- 
dence that he would ultimately capture ev- 
ery one of the 15 missing convicts, and said 
that he expected to land several today. 

A message from the sheriff at.qawrence 
to the warden this porns says that ten 
guards, a number of deputies and aecrowd 
of citizens, all heavily armed, were on the 
track of Frank Thompson, a negro convict, 
the originator and ringleader of the con- 
spiracy to e&cape, who is traveling with 
twe other convicts between Lawrence and 
Thompson is a desperate man 
and is sure to give battle before he sur- 
renders. He and his comrades are armed. 
The sheriff at Lawrence also stated that 
Gilbert Mullins, another of the ringleaders, 
is reported 12 miles southwest of that city, 
where he had impressed a horse into ser- 
vice this morning and was making south.

HORNSBY’S VETO 10 STAND

When the reports of the three expert 
bacteriologists now testing the antitoxin 
supposed to contain tetanus germs are re- 
ceived, Coroner Funkhouser will prepare 
an opinion on the cases.

~ MUST PROTECT LIFE 


Street railway companies will be required, 
by the terms of an ordinance which passed 
the Municipal Assembly Friday night, to 
equip their cars with life-saving fenders.

LEY OUT OF A LIFE. 


WHEELS MISSED HER BODY 


Mrs.- Skinker Admits the Accident 
Was Her Own Fault and She 
Praises Her Rescuer. 


Mrs. Thomas Skinker of #63 McPherson 
avenue was saved from death under the 
wheels of a Laclede avenue car at Sarah 
and Laclede avenue Friday by the quick 
action of Henry Davis of 6109 Ella avenue, 
motorman on a west-bound Laclede car 
that struck Mrs. Skinker. 

Davis stopped his car within 20 feet after 
he saw Mrs. Skinker step on the track ten 


feet ahead of him. 

The car struck her at reduced speed. Mrs. 
Skinker was knocked down and fell upon 
the fender. She was dragged ten feet, out 
Davis brought his car to a halt before she 
was swept under the wheea 

When the car stopped Mrs. Skinker was 
carried to a corner house and afterward 
sent to her home in an ambulance. “Satur- 
day Mrs. Skinker stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch that she was to blame for the acoi- 
dent. With the exceptivun of a sprained 
— and sundry bruises she was unin- 
ured. 

The accident occurred at 4 o’clock Friday. 
Mrs. Skinker, wishing to go downtown, ran 
to catch gn east-bound Laclede avenue car 
Standing at the southeast corner of Sarah 
and Laclede avenue. 

In her haste she took no notice of the 
west-bound cur that had nearly reached the 
corner. 

Davis was motorman of this car. He 
was running at a good speed, but had his 
car under control. 

The west-bound car was nearly parallel 
with the standing car when Mrs. Skinker 
Stepped on the track in Its path. 


NO TIME TO SHOUT. 


There was no time to shout a warning. 
Davis’ skill alone could avert a tragedy. 


Davis ground the brake with one hand 
and cut off the current with the other. 
The car slipped on. Davis’ muscles could 
not bring it to a halt in the short time 
necessary. 

The car struck Mrs. Skinker and Davis 
Saw her fall. In another instant the car 
Stopped and the motorman saw Mrs. Skin- 
Ker lying beside the track even with his 
tender. 

He had saved her life, for. by checking 
the car so suddenly, he had prevented her 
from being dragged under the wheels. 

Mrs. Skinker is a member of the oid and 
prominent-family of that name and a sis- 
ter-in-law to P. C. Maffitt, formerly pres- 
ident of the street car line whereon Mrs. 
SKinker so narowly escaped death.
